Whitton, who is at liberty un­ 
der bond, was accused of steal­ 
ing two cows from Charles Gor­ 
don, 
Washington 
t o w ns h i p 
farmer, and with selling them 
at the union stock y ards in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The case reached the jury be­ 
fore 4 o’clock Thursday after­ 
noon following final arguments 
by attorney s and instructions by 
the court. 
It was unofficially reported 
that the balloting stood 7 to 5 
for acquittal on practically all 
of the six votes cast by the jury ­ 
men. 
The case against Whitton will 
be re-tried, it was announced 
Friday by Prosecutor William F. 
Marshall, who represented the 
state with the assistance of H. 
H. Evans of Newcastle, and the 
charge of grand larceny will not 
be lessened. 
Eli Martin, co-defendant with 
Whitton in the alleged theft and 
whose name appeared in testi­ 
mony during the trial, is also 
scheduled to be tried on a grand 
larceny charge. His original trial 
date has been changed and a 
new one has not been set.

The co unty co ntro l asso ciatio n

THE SMALL TOWN 
Someone once said — and it has often been re­ 
p eated— that “God made the cou ntry ; man 
made the city ; bu t the dev il made the small 
town.” 
Ev en in that day , when this p hrase was first 
coined, the controv ersy wax ed *warm between the 
residents of the “big city ” and the “small town.” 
And time hasn’t changed the condition mu ch. 
Not all residents of the “small town” are ad­ 
v ocates for their home commu nities. And the 
same may tru thfu lly be said of the “big city .” 
Many liv ing in the large centers of p op u la­ 
tion long for the freedom and q u iet of the cou n­ 
try side. They want to be away from the din, the 
tension and the nerv ou s strain incident to life 
in the cities where the p er cap ital p er city block 
is far too high. 
And to large nu mbers liy ing in small commu n­ 
ities and the sp arsely p op u lated ru ral cou ntry , 
city life has a fascination that is well nigh irre- 
sistable — that leads some to v iolate the law in 
order to enjoy the intox ication of the crowd. 
Bu t the tru th is that being satisfied with the 
p lace where y ou liv e does not dep end u p on the 
p lace so mu ch as u p on the indiv idu al himself. 
If he mak es an honest effort to adju st himself 
to the conditions in the commu nity , be it large 
or small, in which he liv es, he will grow to be 
satisfied, to be comfortable and hap p y . 
If he is mak ing the most of his talents there, 
he can not ask for more. If he is dissatisfied, he 
is doing himself an inju stice. 
Those who nu rse a griev ance against their 
commu nities shou ld find new locations. They arc
